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WARRANTIES OF SOUNDNESS 





Elsewhere on this page we publish a letter involving the purchase and 
sale of a horse which outlines a difficult and not infrequent situation. 
Reading between the lines it appears that the purchaser went to the stable 
of a reputable dealer in hunters and show horses; found there a horse 
which met his requirements as to age, appearance and performance; had 
him examined by a competent veterinarian who issued a certificate of 
soundness ; purchased the animal; and not long afterwards found evidence 
of unsoundness which another veterinarian, on the basis of x-rays, pro- 
nounced to be the result of old injuries. 

What is to be done? We assume that there has been no fraud, that the 
seller has told the buyer everything he knows about the horse and has not 
tampered with him so as to conceal a defect. 

It is obvious that buyer and seller can make any type ot sale contract 
they choose and that the terms of such contract govern disputes. In horse 
deals of this type written contracts are rare. Furthermore, although oral 
and written warranties of soundness are fairly frequent abroad, they are 
seldom given in this country, any warranties being of the implied variety. 

What implied warranties are standard in connection with a horse sale 
of this type? At the major auction sales of Thoroughbreds, the seller 
automatically guarantees the soundness of wind and eyes and, if the horse 
is a cribber, is required té announce this fact. In selling hunters and show 
horses privately, however, which can be examined and tried at the buyer’s 
leisure, the custom is to rely on an examination by a veterinarian, selected 
by the buyer, who either issues a certificate of soundness or refuses to pass 
the horse. Obviously the veterinarian can only report on the evidence be- 
fore him, on the condition of the horse on the day it is examined. As soon 
as he ventures to predict whether the horse will or will not remain sound 
in the future, the veterinarian indulges, to a greater or less extent, in 
prophesy. 

If the seller is not guilty of fraud, and if the buyer selects and pur- 
chases a horse on the basis of a certificate of soundness issued by his own 
veterinarian, he is hardly in a position to return the horse and ask for his 
money back on the ground that the horse was actually not sound when the 


certificate was issued. 
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Quite different considerations 
govern what are good business prac- 
tices under these circumstances, 
however. The worst possible adver- 
tisement for a reputable dealer is 
a dissatisfied customer. In conse- 
quence, when a horse fails to please 
for any reason, most dealers will 
take the animal back, either reselling 
it for the account of the buyer or 
allowing him the purchase price to- 
ward the cost of another horse. 
Whether a given dealer is prepared 
to do this in case his horses do not 
live up to expectations, is something 
that any buyer can (and should) 
ascertain in advance.

Do Horsemen Havea 
Code of Ethics? 


Dear Sir: 

Speaking as the owner of two Thor- 
oughbred horses, I should like to inquire 
what code of ethics your organization- 
stands behind in relation to the buying 
and_ selling of Thoroughbred horses. 
Though I realize that The Chronicle is 
not directly involved in this form of 
operation, I do feel that perhaps you 
might be able to provide me with advice 
and inform me of the general policy 
among horsemen as related to a situation 
similar to the one in which I now find 
myself. 

Recently I purchased, in Virginia, a 
registered Thoroughbred horse from a 
supposedly reputable dealer, who provided 
me with a verbal guarantee of soundness. 
Despite the fact that this horse passed a 
vetting, we now have medical evidence in 
the form of x-rays, plus additional data 
pertaining to the horse’s past history, 
which strongly indicates that the horse 
was unsound at the time of my purchase. 
The former owner, however, feels that he 
has no obligation in this matter and has 
made no attempt toward any type of 
restitution. 

It is my understanding that the average 
reputable dealer, when confronted by evi- 
dence which documents a case of un- 
soundness as having been in existence in 
advance of the sale, will take appropriate 
steps to meet such a situation inanhonest 
fashion. Unfortunately this has not been 
done in my case. Perhaps my understand- 
ing of themeaning of the word ‘‘horse- 
man” is incorrect, and perhaps those 
individuals, professional or amateur, who 
devote their time and energy to the better- 
ment of the breed and sport, subscribe 
to no general code of ethics.

Though the colt covered the six fur- 
longs in 1:09 3/5 to equal the record for 
the stake, he had only a neck advantage 
over the longshot, Winsome Winner, at 
the wire.

William Carstens, Winsome Winner's 
rider, claimed that Restless Wind had 
brushed him at the sixteenth pole and that 
Winsome Winner should be the official 
winner, 

The stewards examined the cinematic 
report of the race, told William that wish- 
ing wouldn’t make it so, and pushed the 
button that permitted the favorite players 
to breathe again. 

Restless Wind, breaking from the out- 
side, raced up after Winsome Winner. 
Then he seemed to bear in slightly but 
Shoemaker, who rode the winning colt, 
said, ‘‘there wasn’t any brushing in the 
stretch,” 

Demobilize finished third, 1 1/2 lengths 





behind Winsome Winner and 3 1/2 before 
Intentionally, fourth to finish. 

All of the money horses except Win- 
some Winner were supplementary entries, 
which means their owners had to pay

Belmont Park 

Racing returned to Long Island on 
August 29, with the 45th running of the 
Fall Highweight Handicap. 

The high-weight in the race was Wood- 
ley Lane Farm’s Reneged and he ran a 
good race, as the top-weighted one usually 
does in this event. 

He met a tough one, though, in Audley 
Farm’s Bull Strength, a front-running 
speed ball that often holds on to the end, 
This was one of his days, and followers 
of front runners collected $13.60 for $2. 

Squirting out of the gate under Eddie 
Arcaro, Bull Strength had a lead of three 
lengths before he had covered a quarter 
of a mile. He maintained command to the 
end, winning by two lengths over Reneged, 
which carried the most money as well as 
the biggest impost. Bull Strength, a four- 
year-old gelding, lugged 120 pounds. 

Cohoes (127) finished third and Amber- 
gris (116), fourth, in the six-furlong dash. 

Bull Strength (Olympia-Our Hostess, 
by *Bull Dog) was making his third start 
of 1958 and recording his third win. It was 
worth $19,135, which puts his season’s

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Steeplechasing at Saratoga

F, Eugene Dixon’s My Last Try sizzled 
around the course to set a new track 
record in the Lovely Night Hurdle Handi- 
cap, the final stakes fixture through the 
field at Saratoga. The time of 3:47 1/5 
lowered the record of 3:48 4/5 made by 
Greek Brother earlier in the meeting, and 
it was all the more impressive because 
the aluminum railing around the turns had 
been moved out about ten feet the morning 
of the race. 


Six Go Postward 

Although only six horses went post- 
ward, it appeared to be a very open race, 
and *Langton Breeze was made a luke- 
warm favorite at 2 and a half to one. 
Shortly after the break, Chambourg (148 
ibs.) went to the top and with long strides, 
opened up a good lead, and set a decept- 
ively fast pace. The remainder of the field 
ran in a close group behind Chambourg 
for a turn of the field. The latter at one 
time held a lead of almost a dozen 
lengths, but after landing poorly over sev- 
eral hurdles on the front side, the second 
time around, began to shorten stride. 
Rounding into the backstretch the last 
time, Tommy Walsh moved with *Langton 
Breeze (156 lbs.) and easily passed Cham- 
bourg to take the lead, Opening up day- 
light down the far side, he appeared the 
winner at that point, but both Hobales on 
My Last Try (146 lbs.) and Sheather on 
Greek Brother (156 lbs.) started to move 
closer.

My Last Try was over the final hurdle 
with a lead which showed some daylight, 
and under punishment held that margin to 
the wire. Greek Brother, the runner-up, 
was another three and a half lengths to the 
good of *Langton Breeze. *Ballybrittas, 
Chambourg and Caste completed the field 
in that order. 

My Last Try is a four-year-old geld- 
ing by Platter out of Miel, and was bred 
by his owner. He was considered the best 
three-year-old hurdler of 1957. He won the 
L. E. Stoddard at the United Hunts meeting 
last October, only to be disqualified and 
placed second because of interference 
around the last turn. The Lovely Night 
was his first success over hurdles this 
year, although his previous two starts

According to Joe Hickey, Jr., the name 
means sorrow and commemorates the 
death of a friend at sea. 
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O*REILLY ON UNITED HUNTS 

Here is the inimitable Tom O‘Reilly’s 
version of how the United Hunts saved 
racing in this country. ‘’The United Hunts 
was formed ‘back in 1905 when everybody 
was talking about that new invention called 
the telephone. (Remember the song, 
‘Hello Central, Give Me Heaven!”) The 
fox hunts that staged race meetings around 
New York were having a hard time making 
financial ends meet, so they united for 
their annual races, Came 1912 and Govy- 
ernor Charles Evans Hughes banned racing 
in New York. What the Governor succeeded 
in doing was to put through a law that 
prohibited bookmaking. With no chance 
to back their choices, nobody went to 
the races. The United Hunts crowd, how- 
ever, was not to be discouraged soeasily. 
They staged a race meeting anyway, and 
invited the bookmakers to attend, 

**It was understood that no money was 
to change hands on the course, All the 
betting was to be ‘‘oral’’, A man would 
ask a bookie the price on a horse. Quoted 
a figure, he would say: ‘‘Put me down 
for $100 to win,” or place or show. The 
two; gentlemen then exchanged addresses. 
If the horse won, the bookie mailed him 
his winnings. If he lost, the man paid up 
by mail, too. Today’s racing people are 
prone to forget that the honorable book- 
makers kept the sport alive in New York. 
No finer breed of man could be found 
anywhere. The police were notified of 
what was taking place. Harry Buck, as 
secretary, took responsibility and went on 
to post bail at the hoosegow. The late 
beloved Mortimer Schiff, father of today’s 
Kuhn, Loeb & Co, partner, was one of the 
people who picked up the tab for the day’s 
sport. The purses, prizes, etc., were not 
covered by the attendance figures. The 
case was fought through the courts and 
the Hughes Law was repealed.” 


ROSE CLOVER 

James H, (Jim) Turner, famed Aus- 
tralian grazier and Thoroughbred patron, 
who visited Texas and other parts of the 
United States in 1957, carried back to his 
Native country some Rose Clover seeds 
from California and the Queenslander is 
happy to report the legume is doing very 
well, much better than expected, He writes, 
as follows, ‘‘I put in about 20 acres of Rose 
Clover as an experiment and it is growing 
very well indeed and looks as if it will 
come to seed in the Spring. It is the first 
planting of this legume in Australia and I 
have hope that it will prove of use in 
pasture improvement, in which Iam pres- 
ently well interested. Also this Spring I 
am planting some 200 acres of a new type 
of sorghum (sorgum Album) and a summer 
crop that is giving outstanding results on 
the Darling Downs” he wrote, Darling 
Downs in close to the King Ranch of Aus- 
tralia Pty Ltd.development, and Turner’s 
station is one of the most pretentious 
ranch properties in Queensland, running 
untold quantities of sheep and cattle. B.B. 
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JOCKEY CLUB CONFERENCE 

The Jockey Club’s sixth annual Round 
Table, held at Saratoga on August 18th 
and presided over by George D. Widener 
it was agreed that the stewards of The 
Jockey Club will meet and appoint a 
committee to study the question as to what 
constitutes a stake race, a report to be sub- 
mitted about the first of the year. It was 
pointed out that some races now technically 
classified as stakes have a value as low as 
$2,500 compared with certain overnight 
races with purses ranging from $10,000 
to $25,000. Other questions discussed were 
apprentice jockey rules, the lack of com- 
petent assistant starters and the urgent 
need for an expanded program of research 
on diseases affecting the horse. 


MEXICAN RULES 

The Rules of Racing promulgated by 
the National Racing Commission of Mexico 
are in general patterned after those of New 
York and California, except that they are 
considerably simpler. Since the code was 
adopted in 1943, only one ruling of any 
importance has been appealed to the 
federal court, this appeal being denied. 


CHAMPION OF THE YEAR 

With the addition of three new member 
tracks during 1958, the TRA Board of 
Selection, which will name the turf’s of- 
ficial Champion of the year, gains three 
additional voters. 

The Board of Selections, established 
in 1950, is composed of the racing sec- 
retaries at the 40 race tracks belonging 
to the Thoroughbred Racing Associations. 


FINGER LAKE PARK 

Walter M. Jeffords Jr. and three 
associates have petitioned the New York 
State Racing Commission for permission 
to construct a one-mile Thoroughbred 
race track at Canandaigua, New York, 
to be called Finger Lake Park, If the re- 
quest is granted, Mr. Jeffords said that 
the plant would be open for racing in the 
summer of 1959, 


COLORED JOCKEYS 

In the first race at Jamaica on July 18, 
a new jockey made his maiden appearance, 
There is not much unusual about that, but 
in this case, the jockey happened to be a 
Negro. That makes him the first of his 
race since George Cardoza rode in New 
York a couple of years back. 

The jockey’s name is Albert Bland. He 
is Virginia-born, 27 years of age and has 
been an exercise boy for seven or eight 
years, starting with trainer Tom Rodrock 
of Middleburg. He decided it would be fun 
to ride them in the afternoon too and 
trainer Eddie Boland gave him the chance. 
Bland got no apprentice weight allowance 
because that stops when a jockey is 25 
years old. I must say that this fellow 
Bland is doing it the hard way to break 
into the business in competition with 
Arcaro, Boland, Atkinson, et al and with 


no apprentice allowance to boot. 

This is hardly revolutionary like Jackie 
Robinson’s entry into major league base- 
ball because there have been Negro jockeys 
around New York off and on for years. 
There haven’t been many, but they are 
by no means unique. 

The greatest Negro jockey was, of 
course, Isaac Murphy who won the Ken- 
tucky Derby in 1884, 1890, and in 1891, 
He is honored in the National Museum of 
Racing’s Hall of Fame at Saratoga. There 
hasn’t been a Negro jockey his equal 
since and there have been very few, 
Negro or white, as good as Murphy. An- 
other Negro jockey, W. ‘‘Monk”’ Overton, 
who rode in the eighties and nineties, pro- 


vided a remarkable feat for the books when 
he rode six winners out of six mounts at 
Washington Park, Chicago on July 10, 
1891, On July 5, 1907, another Negro 
rider did it again at Churchill Downs. His 
name was James Lee. The two Negro 
boys held the record jointly with the great 
English jockey, Fred Archer, who got six 
for six at New Market on April 19, 1877. 
Then along came one Albert Whittaker to 
ride seven for seven at Huntley, New 
Zealand on February 19, 1910. 

Bland’s debut on a first-time-starter 
named Scotch Imp was hardly anything to 
set the world on fire. Scotch Imp finished 
last in a field of fourteen in a six-furlong 
$5,000 claiming race. R, J. Clark

dogs, including the ill-fated Peterborough 
Champion, Spanker ‘56, killed on the rail- 
way during last season’s cub-hunting. A 
lovely quality dog by Portman Grossman 
‘52, white, with black markings and tan 
head, won Ist prise for doghounds and was 
subsequently best young dog at both Harro- 
gate and Peterborough Foxhound Shows. 
This young dog, Plunder, is probably one 
of the best we have yet seen at Heythrop’s 
historic kennel. The final five bitches were 
so well-grown, strong and handsome that 
the judges had a difficult task to select 
the winners, finally awarding Ist prize 
to Parsnip, a whole tan bitch, by Portman 
Pedlar ‘55, combining size and quality.

His Grace to judge the Portmanentry, and 
it was sad also to remember his co-judge 
over a period of about a quarter of a 
century, Lt.-Col. ‘‘Peach’® Borwick, who 
died early this year. His place was 
appropriately taken by his son, Major 
Peter Borwick, Joint-Master of the 
Pytchley; whilst Major Field-Marsham 
again was deputy for the Duke. Grossman 
‘52, who has done so much for other 
kennels, this time benefited his own by 
siring the winning bitch and the Ist and 
2nd prize doghounds. The latter, Artist 
and Archer, were white, wheel-backed, and 
very racy in appearance; typical of the 
modern type of foxhound as personified by 
the Portman, The bitch, Grotto, was very 
pale lemon and white, again with that 
attractive ‘‘galloping arch’® which 
betokens speed. There was a galaxy of 
beauty among the bitches - they were the 
very essence of grace and quality and 


looked regular fliers. Heythrop Brigand 


‘54 sired a litter which included some 
delightful blue-grey bitches, a couple of 
which were victorious at Peterborough the 
next week, 
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The N. Cotswold 

At the N. Cotswold Puppy Show on 
July 3ist, Lord Ashton of Hyde (for 18 
years a Master of the Heythrop) judged 
with Mr. Newton Rycroft, Master of that 
celebrated little private pack of Beagles, 
the Dummer. Once again the Portman 
Grossmans were triumphant, both Ist 
and 2nd prize doghounds and Ist and 2nd 
bitches being by this now popular sire. 
It is interesting to trace the. increase 
of this dog’s influence; he was first used 
at the Pytchley, where he proved an 
immense success, and at the Oakley; then 
at the Carlow kennel in Ireland, where he 
sired this year’s Champion Bitch at 
Clonmel Show; then at Heythrop and N. 
Cotswold, and lately in his home kennel. 
He is himself a great character, a fine 


foxhound in the field, with a voice like

THE CHRONICLE 
Chronicle Cover 


This picture, entitled ‘*The Care of 
High-Bred Hounds”, is one of eighty seven 
miniature paintings illustrating a treatise 
on hunting ‘‘Le Livre de Chasse”, by 
Gaston Phebus, Conte De Foix, written 
between the years 1405-1410, It is com- 
posed of 220 pages, each measuring 37:38 
centimeters, “‘Le Livre de Chasse” is 
one of the most precious and notable 
manuscripts of the beginning of the 15th 
century. Thirty seven copies of this, the 
original, were made, most of which have 
vanished, 

In the introduction to the text Gaston 
Phebus sets forth a systematic arrange- 
ment of the various kinds of hunting, At 
the conclusion are the Heraldic devices 
(crests) of Almar de Poitiers - grand- 
father of the famous Diane de Poitiers - 
to whom at the end of the fifteenth century 
the manuscript belonged. The illustrator 
of the ‘‘Livre de la Chasse” is noted 
among art historians for his extraordinary 
perception of nature. He was the first, 
probably, to include scenery in the com- 
position of his pictures. Particularly suc- 
cessful was his presentation of dense 
thickets, and the forest with its mysterious 
shady freshness. 

The scene portrays ‘‘the making fit 
again;; of the hounds employed in the 
chase. Three different breeds are plain- 
ly distinguishable, At the right hunt ser- 
vants are taking care of three light colored 
greyhounds, used then (as now) for cours- 
ing hare and similar game. One is having 
his teeth cleaned. Another white hound with 
a broad red collar turns to observe the 
bandage being wrapped on his leg. The 
third dog of this breed is having his left 
fore paw massaged. The three stag hounds . 
at the left of the illustration appear to be 
badly in need of attention, One is having 
its wounds washed, a spotted one is having 
a thorn removed from its paw. An unwill- 
ing old hound submits to inspection of his 
mouth by the huntsman while the Master, 
with raised finger, tells him to behave, 

The dog in the center of the picture 
is praised by the head keeper. This canine 
represents the third breed in the mini- 
ature, a species of spaniel used for re- 
trieving. These spaniels were great favor- 
ites among women of the nobility; the image 
of this dog is often seen on grave slabs 
of these women in old churches, What 
appears to be a curly coated retriever 
is being rubbed with lotion from a dish 
at his side. 

The choice of the scene, and the var- 
ious presentations of the individual hounds 
harmoniously grouped about the head keep- 
er with the spaniel is strikingly executed 
in bright colors. Y. L.-Tr,

As the catalogue cover illustra- 
tion indicated, Sunnyfield is a real show- 
place, and dressage and horse showrings, 
outside course, and the grounds as a whole 
were beautifully prepared for the occasion. 
The hard-working judges, too, did a 
thorough, well-received job, covering all 
divisions without conflicts, so that the 
show ran smoothly and on time except 
in those instances where busy riders were 
supposed to be riding hunters, ponies, 
horsemanship and dressage all at one 
time! 

Robert Hammell was one of the busiest 
and most successful riders. Having been 
one of the first to waulify for the Hunting 
Seat Medal finals, he added the USET and 
PHA here, and rode his Coffee Break to 
the junior hunter title. Dick Keller show- 
ed his consistent Mexico to a tie for 
reserve with Barbara Chisholm’s Cosmo 
Topper, and won the rosette ona hack-off, 
as well as placing well with his green 
horse, Country Girl, and gaining the horse- 
manship res., behind Beth Iffland. Round 
Hill’s Ronnie didn’t gain any champion- 
ships, but deserved the title of All-Rounder 
for picking up ribbons in nearly every

Society’s show, held at Woodstock last 
month, were judged by Col, Bassett, life 
member of the Welsh Pony and Cob So- 
ciety, from Buffalo, U.S.A. 

Highlight of the show was the success 
of the progeny of the stallions Coed Coch 
Madog and Bowdler Blue Boy. 

The stallion class was won by Coed 
Coch Sulgwyn, owned by Mr. A, Weber, of 
Kitchener, Ontario, A free going stallion 
with an exceptionally good head and bold 
aspect, he is a sonofCoed Coch Madog out 
of the champion mare Coed Coch Symwl. 
Standing second was another by Madog, 
Coed Coch Gwrgan, who won this class 
last year, owned by Mr. H, Black , of 
Malton, Ontario, 

Top brood mare, owned by Mrs. D, G, 
Rockwell, of the Ardmore Stud, Ontario, 
was Gretton Butterfly by Bowdler Blue 
Boy-Bowdler Butterfly, who stood above 


Excelsior Pride, a younger mare by 
Madog-Hogen Cymru, owned by Ardmore 
Stud, 

The foal class was another triumph for 
Madog, who sired the first two and was 
grandsire of the third and fourth. The 
winner was Black’s Prince, a cream colt 
out of Cui Roath owned by Mr. Black, who 
was placed over Ardmore Windborne, a 
grey filly out of Gretton Butterfly. Third 
was a filly by Coed Coch Proffwyd and 
fourth a colt by Coed Coch Gwrgan. 

Two daughters of Madog headed the 
yearling fillies. First was Ardmore Air- 
borne, an outstanding filly out of Gretton 
Butterfly, with Coed Coch Charmine out 
of Tan Lan Llwynoges standing second for 
Mr. Black, 

The class for two animals any age or 
sex owned by one exhibitor was won by 
Ardmore Stud with two outstanding daught- 
ers of Bowdler Blue Boy, Gretton Butter- 
fly and Gretton Sunlight. 

These were the first Welsh pony class- 
es I have seen since coming to Canada 
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last September, and though the classes 
were not big I was particularly impressed 
with the quality of the exhibits. Breeders 
on the whole are doing their best to keep 
the Welsh pony in its natural way rather 
than imitate the Hackney, as has been 
done with the Shetland pony. 

Canada’s two largest shows, the Can- 
adian Exhibition and Royal Winter Fair, 
are this year putting on Welsh pony class- 
es for the first time, and by doing this it 
is hoped that the Welshman as a riding 
pony will be firmly established inCanada. 
Importations of Welsh ponies have in- 
creased tremendously in the last three 
years.

their score, finishing last with 36 1/2 
faults. The British team then astounded 
all by completing the two rounds with 
only 12 faults. Their highest number of 
faults in any one round was four, and they 
had three clear. This put them in an al- 
most unbeatable position. 


Ksar d’Esprit Goes Clean 

The U.S. A. rode last to a grim chal- 
lenge, knowing that there could be no 
room for mistakes. I think the tension 
proved too much, for in the first round 
they had plenty of trouble. Night Owl, 
with Mr. George Morris, jumping No. 1, 
had twelve in the first round, and eight in 
the second, Diamant, ridden by Mr. Frank 
Chapot, also had twelve. Hugh Wiley on 
Master William came next with nine and 
a quarter time fault added, and lastly, 
America’s Captain, W. C. Steinkraus had 
a clear round on Ksar d’Esprit. This 
horse, once Revlon’s White Sable, or- 
iginally jumped at Dublin in the Canadian 
Team when he was ridden by Miss Shir- 
ley Thomas. He is 17 hands and is the 
biggest jumper seen in the Dublin arena. 
His performance has improved out of all 
recognition, 

The second American round was a 
remarkable one and had the first been as

good the issue must have been close, In 
the same order the score ran: eight, a 
half fault for time, and a second clear 
round for the U. S. A. Captain, totalling 
half a fault. Luck did not ride with the 
American team, while she fairly beamed 
on the British, The final result read: 
England first, America second, Portugal 
third, France fourth, Ireland fifth. 


Morris Wins Irish Trophy 

America had well earned compensation 
however in the Irish Trophy, the most 
important individual event, run on the 
Saturday. Here, the 20-year-old Amer- 
ican, George Morris, riding Night Owl, 
won handsomely, over the permanent 
course, with added fences. This meant that 
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Hugh Wiley of the U.S.E.T. jumping team

Mr. Morris had won a major International 
on each of the three horses he brought to 
Dublin! War Bride won the Fault and Out 
Competition, and on the Thursday, Sinjon 
won the Ballsbridge Stakes. Truly, had 
American done nobly, and we look for- 
ward to seeing her next year. This writer 
had the pleasure of meeting most of the 
competing Americans at various parties 
and Hunt Balls, and can testify that each 
and every one of them really enjoyed 
their Dublin visit of 1958. 





U.S. Turf Racing 


Racing on the grass, long the accepted 
style in foreign countries, has, in recent 
years, become a popular phase of the sport 
in the United States. 

About the turn of the century several 
tracks in Canada and a few in the United 
States, particularly the Sheepshead Bay 
course on Long Island, had turf courses. 
It was not, however, until the 1920’s 
when Arlington Park and Washington Park 
were constructed that grass racing was 
revived. A few years later Ben Lind- 


heimer, the present executive director of 
Arlington and Washington, brought grass 
racing to the front when he improved 
Arlington Park and reconstructed Wash- 
ington Park’s turf course, adding banked 
turns, the first of their kind in American 
racing. 

Grass racing became quite popular at 
the two Chicago tracks, both for the fans 
and horsemen. Trainers found that some of 
their horses improved when racing on 
the softer surface and Lindheimer added 
more events when the fans and horsemen 
indicated their approval. 

A few years later, in 1931, the late 
Joseph E. Widener included a turf course 
in his newly-refurbished Hialeah Park. 
The sport caught on quickly there and in 
1939 the track transferred the Miami 
Beach Handicap to the grass and offered 
enough money to attract the better horses. 
In 1954 the name was changed to the 
Hialeah Turf Handicap. 

The success of the two Chicago tracks 
and Hialeah prompted several racing as- 
sociations to build turf courses and today 
there are about 15 tracks which feature 
grass events. The calibre of horses is just 
as high as those running on the dirt sur- 
face and stakes values have increased 
accordingly. 

In 1952 Laurel Race Course gave turf 
racing a decided boost when it inaugurated 
the Washington, D. C, International, an 
invitational race for foreign and Ameri- 
can horses. The event was an instantaneous 
success and in its runnings has attracted 
horses belonging to some of the outstanding 
turf luminaries of the world, including 
Her Majesty, the Queen of England, and 
Sir Winston Churchill. 

A year later, in 1953, Atlantic City 
inaugurated the United Nations Handicap, 
also an invitational affair. Infact, Atlantic 
City boasts six stakes on the turf, offer- 
ing $210,000 in added monies for these 
events alone. 

Santa Anita boasts the most unique 
turf course of all, the Camino Real. 
It is a mile-and-three-quarters course, 
starting on a hillside and running downhill 
in the English manner before entering the 
infield, Santa Anita features turf racing, 
offering $250,000 in stakes, in addition to 
several rich overnight events. 

United States tracks now offer four 
$100,000 stakes on the grass - the San 
Juan Capistrano at Santa Anita, the United 
Nations at Atlantic City, the Washington, 
D. C, International at Laurel, and the 
American Derby at Washington Park, 
Hialeah’s Turf Handicap is worth $75,000 
and there are three $50,000 events - the 
Arch Ward Memorial at Washington Park, 
the Washington Birthday Handicap at Santa 
Anita, and the Balmoral Turf Handicap 
at Balmoral. In addition, there are more 
than a dozen $25,000 stakes. 

Other tracks which boast turf courses 
are Monmouth Park, River Downs, Suffolk 
Downs, Pimlico, Waterford Park, Belmont 
Park, Delaware Park, Del Mar and Gulf- 
stream. Most of them offer stakes events.
